O'Kelly was editor and proprietor. of The 
Nation, The case.accordingly was adjourned 
for arguments on this particular point. 
-ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S SUBMISSION. 
Mr. Bewley, K.C., who, with Mr. Lavery, 


of the Attorney-General, submitted 
paragraph (1) of the affidavit, which ad- 
mittedly was.complete and required no further 
statement of source of knowledge. was suffi- 
cient. He also said that they had in pata- 
graph (2) a statement that a certain person 
was editor. In paragraph (1) they had a 
reference to, and an exhibit of, an order of 
the Court, which did show that Mr. O’Kelly 
was editor on a particular date, from which 
the Court would be justified in presuming 
that that editorship still continued. If their 
lordships were satisfied, on the presumption 
of law, that there was any Shred of evidence 
at all, then the onus was ehifted, and it was 
the duty of Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly to show that 
he was not editor at the present time. The 
means of knowledge were set out in the 
affidavit, and that was all that was necessary.

MR. O’KELLY’S REPLY. 

Mr. Comyn, K.C., who, with Mr. G, Gavan 
Duffy and Mr. Conor Maguire (instructed by 
Messrs. Ruttledge and Corr), appeared for 
Mr. O'Kelly, said, in reply, that there was no 
presumption that a man who committed an 
offence continued in the commission of that 
offence. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—That has not been 
suggested. 

Mr. Comyn—There is no presumption that 
a man who is liable for one copy of a news- 
paper is liable for another copy of the 
newspaper. If you look at the Order you will 
find that he was not punished because he was 


the publication of a certain libel. There was 
no judgment that he was editor of the paper 
on that occasion. 

Counsel went on to say that the law 
record as persons responsible for anything 
that might be coutained in the paper. These 
persons were the proprietor of the paper and 
the printer of the paper. The law in favour 
of an accused pérson required the strictest 
proof, The accused person in this instance 
had asked for a jury, stating that a case of 
criminal libel should be tried by a judge and 
jury.

THE DECISION 

Mr. Justice Wylie, delivering judgment, 
said that he agreed with Mr. Bewley that 
the Order established the fact that Mr. Sean 
O'Kelly was convicted of priuting and publish- 
ing an article on the 15th of February of 
the present year. Mr. Bewley’s second point 
was that because he was so convicted, the 
Court should presume that Mr. O'Kelly had 
remained in the position of a person respon- 
sibie for the printing and publishing of the 
newspaper down to the date of this latter 
publication. Mr. Bewley had said that the 
Court should fill the gap between the two 
publications, and that because Mr. O'Kelly 
was responsible for the printing and publish- 
ing of an article on the 15th oT kes the 
Court should hold him still responsible on the 
28th of April without further. proof. In his 
opinion that was too dangerous a doctrine to 
adopt. Mr. Bewley had referred: to several 


slow to give the weight of the Court to the 
adoption of a suggestion which might be 
extended to a period of ten or fifteen years 
as applying to a person responsible for the 
printing and publishing of a newspaper. It 
was different in the case of public offices. 
Accordingly, the judgment of the Court. was 
that the application snould be refused. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—I concur,‘ and I do 
not think it is necessary for me to add anv- 
thing further to, Mr, Justice Wylie’s 
remarks, 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne concurred also, and 
added that the affidavit on which the appli- 
cation was made consisted of two — para- 
graphs. The second paragraph did not 
comply with the rules of Court, which stated 
that affidavits must be confined to facts and 
shall state the means of knowlédge. Full 
effect should be given to the rules of Court, 
especially in a matter of this kind; where the 
liberty of the subject was, or might be, at 
stake. ‘They: were then driven to rely on 
paragraph (1), which; in the circumstanées, 
could not be relied upon, and there was no 
evidence before the Court which eould con- 
nect Mr. O’Kelly. with the article printed in 
the issue of the 28th April, 1928. 

On the application of Mr. Comyn, 
Court allowed the defendant his costs.

The defendant, Mary Cole, a young domestic 
servant, of Derrylahan, Mountrath, Queen’s 
County, who pleaded ‘‘ not guilty,” was con- 
victed of the murder by drowning, at Camross, 
Rathdowney, of Philomena Flynn, aged 14 
years, and Maureen Flynn, 64 years, the 
children of her employers, Mr. M. Flynn and 
Mrs. Flynn, school teachers. 


SEARCH FOR CHILD. 

It was stated at the trial that the defendant 
was in the house with the children on the 
evening of 27th July, while Mrs. Flynn was 
resting up stairs after dinner. Coming down 
to the kitchen, Mrs. Flynn directed her to go 


out and milk the cow in the field. Shortly 
afterwards Mrs. Flynn, missed the child 
Philomena. When questioned Mary Cole said 


that. she thought she was up stairs, but on a 


search ‘being made she was not found 
there, and within an hour the dead 
body of the child was. discovered 
in the river close to the house. 


There were only a few inches of water at 
the place, and the child was lying face down- 
wards, with something like a bruise on the 
face. Tr 

The second child, Maureen, disappeared on 
the evening of 22nd August about the same 
hour; and shortly afterwards she was also 
found drowned in the river. 


GROUNDS OF APPEA x. 

_ There were numerous grounds put fomward 
in support of the appeal with reference to 
the trial, the judge’s charge to the jury, the 
addresses of prosecuting counsel, and the 
nature of the evidence 

It was submitted that the trial judge (Mr. 
Justice O'Byrne) was wrong, in point of law, 
in declining to accede to the request of 
counsel for the defence to direct the jury 
that the facts were inconsistent with the 
prisoner's guilt, that the learned judge 
omitted in connection with the defence of 
accident to draw the attention of the jury to 
the evidence of Mr, Flynn, one of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, that the body of 
the child, Maureen, was found at a crossing 
place in the river; that the evidence of John 
Gorman that the prisoner used the words, 
“wouldn't, it be awful if she was drowned,’’ 
was placed before the jury apart from the 
context in such a way as to indicate only an 
adverse meaning. 


COUNSEL’S OBJECTION. 

Other grounds were that the verdict could 
not reasonably be sustained upon the evidence, 
that it. was against evidenceand the weight of 
evidence; that the trial was unsatisfactory 
inasmuch as the facts were in disregard of the 
evidence, grossly exaggerated by counsel for 
the prosecution, who described the prisoner 
as a person of certain mental type, meaning, 
thereby, of a class of person naturally liable 
to commit a crime of this nature on account 
of her mental condition, and counsel was per- 
mitted to tell the jury, notwithstanding the 
objection by counsel for the prisoner, that the 
prisoner was not liable to the sentence of 
death in the event of the prisoner being 
found guilty of murder. 

Mr. Walsh had not concluded his opening 
address when the Court rose, and the further 
hearing was adjourned until to-day.

When Mr. Paterson says that the child’s 
parents were “ too severely limited intel- 
jectually to understand her in the least” 
we turn to George Eliot’s description of 
her father (Life, page 6). ‘‘He raised 
himself from being an artisan to be a man 
whose eastensive knowledge in very varied 
practical departments made his services 
valued through severa] counties. He had 
lurge knowledge of building, of mines, of 
plantations, of various branches of valua- 
tion and measurement—of all that is 
essential to the management of large 
estates. He was held by those competent 
to judge as unique amongst land agents 
for his manifold knowledge and experi- 
ence, Which enabled him to save the 
special fees usually paid by landowners 
‘or special opinions on the different ques- 
tions incident to the proprietorship of 
laud.” Mr. Cross says that for his know- 
ledge and judgment in all matters relating 
to land and his general trustworthiness 
and high character he was constantly 
selected as arbitrator and valuer. He had 
a wonderful eye, especially for valuing 
woods, and could calculate with almost 
alsolute precision the quantity of avail- 
able timber in a standing tree. Theo- 
phrastus Such’s words about his father 
are ‘‘ true’ autohiggraphy,’’ and that early 
association of 1 is the foundation of 
George Eliot’s latent Conservative bias, 
says Mr. Cross.

THE MEETING WITH LEWES. 


When she became sub-editor of The 
Westminster Ieview in September, 1851, 
she met Mr. Lewes, who was one of the 
eontributors. Mr. Paterson says: “His 
wife not long before had betrayed him 
with his dearest friend, and he was bring- 
ing up three boys out of an uncertain 
income.” 

In November, 1853, George Eliot cave 
up her post on The Westminster Reviev. 
Before she decided on her union with Mr. 
Lewes “she sought out Mrs. Lewes and 
asked her whether there was the Jeast 
chance of her returning to her husband. .. 
Mrs. Lewes replied . . . that under no 
circumstances did she wish to have’ any- 
thing more to do with the man she had 
wronged and whose help she was even 
then accepting.’’ After Mr. Lewes’s death 
George Eliot continued to support her 
and her daughters. 

Miss Harriet Martineau convened. a 
meeting of women friends to: discuss the 
question. “Many present were very 


_ severe, but my mother came away con- 


vineed, with others, that George Eliot's 
action was justified, and she always main- 
tained that view to the end of her life,’’ 
says Mr. Paterson. 


AFTER HIS DEATH. 


No good that may follow.can ever make 
wrong right; but henceforth their life was 
very happy. To his sons she was a wise 
and tender mother, loved by them as if 
they were her own. On August 23, 1867, 
she adds a postscript to Mr. Lewes’s Jetter 
fiom Dresden to his eldest son, in the 
ost Office in London: “I must break 
my usual silence to tell you of my hearty 
roy and sympathy in your joy at Hardy's 
recognition of your efforts.

Dublin's Archbishop.

The present Archbishop took up his first 
curacy at Ballymena in 1896 after a dis-. 
tinguished career at Cambridge, where he 
was placed in the first class of the 
Classical Tripos of 1894 He was ap-. 
pointed curate at Cork Cathedral in 1805, 
snd later came to Dublin as Canon of St. 
Patrick's Cathedral. 

In 1911 he was appointed Professor of 
Divinity at Dublin University, and heid the 
position of Examining Chaplain to the 
then Archbishop of Dublin. He became 
bishop of Ossory in 1915, and took up his 
present office in 1920. He is the author 
of several notable books on religion. 


Viscount Loftus.

Viscount Loftus, only son and heir of 
the’ Marquess of Ely, is at present on a 
visit to Ely Lodge, Co. Fermanagh, with 
bis fiancée, Miss Thea Gordon Gronvald, 
who is a Swede. The Elys, as we know 
them, are not descended from Viscount 
Loftus of Ely, but from the Right Hon.

Tottenham was created Baron Loftus in 
1785, and finally Marquess of Ely at the 
time of the Wnion with England. 


Living in a Stable. 


There is now no Ely Castle. Ely Lodge 
was built when Castle Hume was created 
a land steward’s quarters, and the lodge 
was a fine house, erected on an island a 
mile away from Castle Hume, amid most 
beautiful surroundings on Lower Lough 
Erne, about five miles from Enniskillen. 
The spacious grounds were converted into 
an extensive demesne. About the year 
1872 the lodge was demolished and taken 
down stone by stone by order of the agent 
for the purpose of erecting a grander 
house, but the project was never carried 
out, by order of the Marquess of that time, 
as he had no son to succeed him, and he, 
in turn, was succeeded by his cousin, 
John Henry, who was an old Portoran, 
and, he again having no heir, was suc 
ceeded by his younger brother, the 
present Marquess. The only residence 
now is the stables, which have been con- 
verted into a dwelling house, and the Ely 
family, with a house party, comes on a 
visit about once a year for the fishing and 
shooting.

The cost of keep- 
ing up the two establishments was im- 
possible, and our best-loved musician has 
decided to return to the sunny shores of 
Italy. That he would prefer to remain 
in his Irish home did circumstances permit 
he does not deny, and it will be difficult to 
imagine him out of harness and resting, 
even in beautiful Florence. 


The Sunday Concerts. 


The work done by Signor Esposito for 
music in Ireland cannot yet be thoroughly 
understood.

I happened to be speaking with a Fleet 
street friend of mine, who is over here on 
holiday, a short time ago, and, curiously 
enough, we were discussing the extra- 
ordinary idea that some readers possessed 
regarding the properties and qualities of 
the papers they read.

PALESTINE TO-DAY! 


WHAT ZIONISM HAS 
ACCOMPLISHED. 


By EMILE VANDERVELDE. 
(Ex-Forzicn Minister or BELGIUM.) 


M. Vandervelde has just returned from 
a visit to Palestine on the invitation of 
the Zionist Executive. He has made an 
extensive inquiry into present-day condt- 
tions in the Jewish national home and the 
progress of agricultural colonisation. His 
first impressions, contained in thas article, 
are, as he insists, provisional and incom- 
plete. 


Y own country, Belgium, is often 
spoken of as a land of experiments, 
a sort of laboratory of experimental soci- 
ology. This may be said still more truly 
of Palestine, and especially of Zionist 
Palestine. In that country, under the 
influence of Zionism, we have witnessed 
since the war a series of experiments deal- 
ing with the gravest and most delicate 
problems of olitical and social ilfe. There 
are, for example, the amazingly rapid 
resurrection of a language which all the 
world believed to be as dead as Sanscrit 
and the return to agriculture of popula- 
tions which for centuries have been turned 
away from it by legal prohibitions. We 
find a colonisation of people who possess 
no means, direct or indirect, of expro- 
priating the natives, a great experiment 
in agricultural collectivism, and finally an 
effort of adaptation by a whole prole- 
tariat, emigrated principally from the old 
Russia, to entirely new political and eco- 
nomic conditions. 

These experiments are still in process, 
and I shal] not, for the moment, at any 
rate, risk a prophecy of their final issue. 
Already, however, we can note the import- 
ance of the first results. About the middle 
of the last century there were, in the 
whole of Palestine, about 7,000 Jews; to- 


number of new arrivals, refugees from the 
countries of pogroms, to whom henceforth 
the frontiers of the United States are 
closed.

THE PIONEERS. i 


In the matter of the return to agricul- 
a life we must not exaggerate. After 
l 


all, the majority of Palestinian Jews are 
artisans, small shopkeepers—in short, 
townsmen—and Tel Aviv, the only exclu- 
sively Jewish town in the world, has 
40,000 inhabitants. The Zionist Organisa- 
tion, however, endeavours by ail possible 
— to direct its adherents towards agri- 
cultural colonisation, and the nine thou- 
sand pioneers (Chalutzim), young men and 
women, many of them intellectuals, make 
an extraordinary spectacle. 

They have lived a hard life, breaking 
stones on the roadside, working as 
employés in the orange groves, and pursu- 
ing their studies to prepare themselves to 
enter as free workers in the Zionist 
colonies. Up to now more than thirty 
thousand Jews are engaged in agriculture, 
and it is anticipated that within ten years 
the number will be doubled. Here, too, 
we Shall have to see what the future wil! 
bring forth. The Zionists have neither the 

ower nor the wish to compel the Arabs to 
eave the land they are cultivating. In 
order to establish new colonies the two 

ionist Organisations—the Keren Keve- 
meth, which buys land, and the Keren 
Hayessod, which supplies the houses and 
the live stock—-have no other alternative 
than to pay the highest price or to im- 
prove and irrigate at considerable expense 
uncultivated land. In doing this they 
take nothing from the Arabs; on the con- 
trary, they give them examples by which 
they are beginning to profit. In spite of 
these obstacles the Zionists already occupy 
in the plains of Sharon, of Esdrelon and 
round the Lake of Tiberias, an extensive 
domain on which they are able to make the 
experiment in agrarian collectivism of 
which I have spoken. 


THREE CHARACTERISTICS. 


Among the colonies—of which the chain 
extends from Haifa to the environs of the 
Tiberias—some are relatively individual- 
istic, others practise a Radical Com- 
munism which goes even to the extent of 
communal training of children. They all 
present three fundamental characteristics 
which represent a minimum of collectivism 
—namely, the land does not belong to the 
cultivator but to the whole Zionist com- 
munity, the colonists may not exploit the 
labour of others by employing them for 
wages, and, once established, they con- 
tinue to belong to the General Confedera- 
tion of Labour and the co-operative insti- 
tutions associated with it. 

We touch here upon something, not 
artificial, but entirely exceptional in the 
Zionist experience, considered under its 
various aspects. In a country where 
capitalism is hardly yet born, where the 
economic institutions of the Middle Ages 
continue almost unaltered, we have seen 
the arrival in the last ten vears, thanks 
to the solidarity of international Judaism, 
of a whole army of proletarians, very 
conscious of their class interests, very 
determined to maintain a European stan- 
dard of living, and, encouraged mainly by 
the Russian revolution, working with reli- 
gious fervour to realise the boldest social 
schemes. 

Now these workers, for whom the 
twentieth century is hardly sufficiently 
advanced, find themselves side by side in 
Biblical lands with another proletariat, 
which belongs to the fourteenth céntury, 
with a nation of fellahin, working for 
miserable wages on the estates of the 
effendis. This fact alone will indicate the 
difficulties which have to be faced. 


RELIGIOUS DIFFERENCES. 


The old Arab society, traditionalist, 

religious, conservative in every sphere, 
cannot look without disquietude upon this 
new world growing up at its side and 
introducing into the country ideas, 
methods and conceptions of life which are 
ultra-modern. The native workers cer- 
tainly are not hostile, and ask nothing: 
better than to be assisted to work eight 
hours instead of twelve and receive sixteen 
piastres instead of ten. The effendis, how- 
ever, are hostile. Their conservatism, feel- 
ing itself challenged, endeavours to rally 
nationalist feeling against the Jews, and 
it would, perhaps, be necessary to regard 
the future with some anxiety if one were 
not more and more convinced that the only 
possible policy for Jews and Arabs is a 
mutually profitable co-operation. 
_ As I write, there are reports of impend- 
ing trouble in Jaffa and even in Jeru- 
salem. Al] the Arab shops are closed as a 
protest. The protest, however, is not 
against the Jews, but against the Mission- 
ary Congress in Palestine. Between Arabs 
and Coristians there are stil lively reli- 
gious disputes, but between Arabs and 
Jews there remain, in spite of everything, 
racial affinities whicn make the reconcilia- 
ton of the two elements easier. In the 
interests of both ot them that is what one 
should hope for.

LONDON, Thursday. 
Sir William Orpen’s judicial satire in 


attention that was expected, and in 
response to all the attacks made upon his 
picture the artist has answered by stating 
that it was not meant to ridicule any- 
thing or anybody.

It attracts, however, an immense amount 
of attention, and is never without a 
gathering in front of it. Publicity has 
made it more or less the picture of the 
year. 

. Among the many prominent pictures not 
already. mentioned, I may point out that 
Mr. W. L. Wyllie, R.A., in “‘ Swaying 
up the Mainyard,’’ gives us a notable pic- 
ture of the old Victory in dry dock at 
Portsmouth, paying due justice to her re- 
fitting and the trimness of her rig. It is 
a colourful and interesting work. “ Miss 
Kathleen Gretton ” is the subject of a 
charming portrait by Mr. G. Spencer 
Watson. A scarlet-gowned beauty, with a 
huge white feather fan, is depicted against 
a dark background. 

Near at hand is another portrait of a 
beautiful dark woman in the Countess of 
Lisburne, painted by Mr. Gerald Kelly, 
R.A. The Countess is seated in an Empire 
chair, looking out of the picture, with a 
background of pale grey ornamented with 
a conventional design in pale shades of 
pink and blue. She wears a dress of soft 
white material, with strings of pearls. 
Round her are draped the folds of a soft 
pale green scarf. The portrait is splendid, 
and the somewhat imperious pose suits 
the subject admirably. 

A PLEASING LANDSOAPE. 

“A Dorset Landscape’’ is one of the 
most pleasing of the many landscapes on 
view. By Mr. Algernon Newton, it is 
quite in the classical manner. A string 
of cattle passes along by the side of water, 
which is beautifully done, with woods and 
hills in the background. A striking por- 
trait, ‘‘ Edwin A. Ward, Esq.,’’ by Mr. 
H. James Gunn, will attract much atten- 
tion. It is of an elderly man in evening 
dress standing on a terrace. The back- 
ground is unusual, consisting, as it does, 
of a dark blue evening sky. 

‘Whimsical Walker and his Dog 
Buffer,” by Mrs. Laura Knight, shows the 
great clown complete: with red hot poker 
and his dog seated beside him. In spite 
of the motley make-up the features of the 
very old man are clearly marked, and the 
work is a portrait as well as a picture. 
“The Keddah Gate,” by Mr. Frederick 
T. Dawes, is a magnificent animal study. 
A crush of wild elephants throngs throuch 
the gate of the corral, watched by sports- 
men seated high up among the trees. The 
animals are very finely drawn, and the 
colouring is extremely good. 

“The Ash Tree,” by Mr. Harry Bush, 
is the most careful painting I have seen. 
An ash tree, standing in a garden, is 
depicted with meticulous detail. It is in 
winter-time, so that there is nothing but 
branch and twig to paint; but every one 
of these is painted like a miniature. A 
tiny starling rests on one bough, and is so 
well done that, tiny as it is, the sheen of 
its feather can be perceived. 

A STORY PICTURE. 

Mrs. Anna Airy, in “ Heartache 
Stairs,’” sends one of the few story pic- 
tures, showing a group of hopeless-looking 
ee standing on the steps oí a wharf 
y the Thames. “The people are types of 
those stranded in London, unable to get 
away to their own countries owing to 
poverty or other causes. Melancholy and 
miserable, they gaze at the ships lying in 
the river. The picture is a strong one, 
admirably coriceived and executed. 

In “ Titania Sleeps’? Mr. F. Cadogan 
Cowper returns to his old style, and gives 
us a beautiful creature, sleeping among 
masses of woodland vegetation. Her robe 
of butterfly wings is a gem of workman- 
ship, and the picture is a sheer delight. 
“The Liar,’ by Stephen Reid, shows a 
sixteenth century sailor returned from a 
voyage to then unknown lands.

The spirit of discontent which seems to 
be spreading among the Unionist ranks of 
Northern Ireland is troubling those my on 
placed in official circles. As the days 
pass by, the volume oí criticism grows 
stronger and stronger in force and pungent 
ccmment, and occasionally there is open 
defiance, while several organisations have 
threatened to withdraw their support from 
the Government unless their wishes are 
respected. The reasons given for this un- 
satisfactory state of affairs are numerous 
and varied, and, if they are well-founded, 
it is to be feared that our Cabinet 
Ministers are not.in such intimate touch 
with the people as they were in the past. 

I@this connection the problems of de- 
control of rents, temperance, education 
and unemployment have caused much con- 
fusion of thought, and contending parties, 
fighting for their own little concerns, 
rather than with consideration for the 
general interest and welfare, aregquick to 
tmke offence. It is difficult to please every- 
body. The danger of dissension to the 
Craigavon régime is beginning to impress 
itself on the Prime Minister and his 
colleagues, and a fresh campaign has been 
sta to warn the electorate of the perils 
of divided counsels. 


LADY CRAIGAVON'S VIEWS. 


During the week-end Lady Craigavon, 
speaking at a meeting of the Unionist 
women of South Derry, said that it was 
very hard to get people to realise what a 
very smal] turn-over of seats would be 
necessaty to put in a Government of 
Socialists, Nationalists and Sinn Feiners, 
all pledged to a policy in direct opposition 
to the principles held so dear Ly at 
majority of the people of the North.

THE ULTRA-VIOLET RAYS. 

At a meeting of the Royal Irish,Academy 
held yesterday in Academy Housé? Dawson 
street, Dublin, Professor J. J. Nolan gave an 
account, illustrated by slides. of observations 
in the ultra-violet rays of sunlight which have 
been carried out since May, 1626, at 
University College, Dublin. 

The intensity of the radiation is measured 
by the bleaching of an acetone solution, and 


the methylene-blue is expesed in a auasts 
tube, The values founa vary from eight in 
midsummer to one in winter, the unit corre 
sponding roughly to twice the amount ot 
radiation required to produce a fiush on the 
skin.

Irish Mass-Production. 


Since Mr. Henry Ford’s refusal to visit 
the Irish Free State in consequence of its 
tariff policy there has been much healthy 
discussion throughout the country on fiseal 
matters. We print to-day a thought-provok- 
ing article by an Irish manufacturer, who 
deals with a highly interesting aspect of 
the Free State’s economic problem, and 
presents a point of view that will be 
novel to many of our readers. He agrees 
with us that tariffs are no remedy. Tle 
Free State never can hope to create an in- 
dustrial, as distinct from an agricultural, 
economy behind the shelter of a tariff 
wall, because, even with the aid of import 
duties, native manufacturers must fail 
to compete successfully with their British 
and other rivals, who are employing the 
methods of standardisation and mass pro- 
duction. Manufacturing methods have 
changed enormously during recent years. 
Our correspondent points out that since 
standardisation was started by the Lan- 
cashire cotton-makers the idea has spread 
throughout the world, and applies now to 
virtually every trade. Mr. Henry Ford’s 
application of a standard type, coupled 
with mass production, to the manufacture 
of motor cars has revolutionised the whole 
motor industry. The days of the “one- 
horse ” factory have gone. : Big turn-over 
and small mazgins of profit are essential to 
industrial success. A manufacturer may 


thousands, with admirable efficiency ; but 
he has not a chance against the man who 
produces millions. 

The} population of the Free State is so 
small ‘that, except in the case of such 
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| variety’ of types lis so great “that mags 
| production, as it is practised in England 


and the United States, ís impossible. Our 


The | is so small that it 
almost can be ignored. Free State pro- 
ucers should try to sell their manufac- 
tures in England and elsewhere, and should 
take the home market, as it were, in their 
stride. Our correspondent cites two great 
Dublin firms as examples of the success 
which has.rewarded this practice. Messrs. 
Guinness and Messrs, Jacob sell the bulk 
of their produce in England, the 
Dominions and foreign countries. They 
employ the greatest number of workers ; 
they pay the highest wages, and altogether 
are the most successful concerns in the 
country. In Northern Ireland the same 
condition of affairs exists: Those firms 
which have concentrated their energies 
on the creation of an export trade—the 
linen and shipbuilding, the tobacco and 
whiskey firms—have built up great in- 


| dustries, because they have produced: for 


a market that allows them to standardise 
their goods and to produce them in mass. 

Thus far our correspondent is stating 
facts which few persons with any economic 
imagination will dispute. When he comes 
to develop his plan for the encouragement 
of mass production in the Free State, 
however, he begins to tread on more 
controversial ground. He believes not 
only that the Saorstdt Government should 
remove the McKenna duties from motor 
cars, thus facilitating the schemes of Mr. 
Henry Ford for his Cork factory, but that 
all Free State manufacturers, including 
Mr. Ford, should be given a bonus on 
their exports. In order to compensate 
the exchequer for the cost of . such 
a bonus he suggests the imposition of a 
stiff tax on petrol,'and, if it should be 
necessary, even an jncreased income tax. 
With this aspect of his plan few Irishmen 
will agree; but there is no doubt that his 
broad theory deserves the carefyl thought 
of every manufacturer. The Government's 
tariff policy has failed, so far as the 
development of an industrial economy is 
concerned ; and there seems to be no hope 
of anything in the nature of a genuine im- 
provement. Of course, the tariffs will 
continue to bring in revenue—a_ fact 
which, in itself, ought to be enough to 
damn them. We think that our corre- 
spondent’s proposals are of value inasmuch 
as they are calculated to broaden the 
perspective of Free State manufacturers 
and to turn their eyes from the tiny 
confines of the twenty-six counties to the 
great world markets that lie beyond their 
shores. 


Drink and Gambling. 


Recent years have seen a marked im- 
provement in the physique of the Italian 
peasantry and working-classes. It is 
attributed to more plentiful food supplies, 
‘to a better diet—the horrible skin disease, 
pellagra, which was produced by an ex- 
clusive diet of Indian corn mea] is now 
nearly extinct—and to the growing popu- 
larity. of physica] culture.. Larger eating 
has been accompanied: by smaller drink- 
ing, and the forty-four million hectolitres 
of wine which Italy consumed in 1914 have 
fallen to less. than forty million. In 
Treland, too, the consumption of intoxi- 
eating liquor has fallen during the last 
decade, though we fear. that the fact can- 
not be attributed to an improved dietary. 
Forty years ago the food of the Irish 
peasant classes was more nourishing, if 
less varied, than it is to-day. Drunken- 
ness, however, is ceasing to be the prime 
curse of the Irish people, and that happy 
change is the result of two main causes. 
The paramount cause has been the largély 
increased cost of liquor during and since 
the Great War. Whatever economic ob- 
jections may be pleaded against them, 
nobody can doubt that the heavy duties on 
spirits and beer have been a powerful 
agent of social reform and have reduced 
the sum of human misery in Ireland. The 
other main cause is the legislation by 
which both Irish Governments have re- 
inforced the licensing laws, have checked 
abuses that formerly were flagrant, and 
have curtailed the legal hours for the sale 
of drink. This legislation already has 
justified itself to the full. We may 
believe also that public opinion now de- 
finitely favours the growth of temperance, 
that the work of the Churches has not been 
fruitless, and that drink is finding a new 
enemy in the younger generation s in- 
creasing devotion to open-air games. The 
fact that “the trade’’ in Dublin is faced 
to-day with the painful choice between 
falling receipts and reduced. prices is a 
significant sign of the times. In the near 
future, indeed—if stern” méasures: are 
taken to suppress the illicit sale of poteen | 
in western and southern districts—our 
people may be able to boast an Ireland 
that is not only free, but sober. Un- 
happily, our satisfaction in this prospect 
is marred by a new threat from another 
quarter: primo avulso, non deficit alter. 
The legalisation of gambling in the Free 
State has produced results of the most 
dangerous kind. A swarm of small betting 
shops has established itself in Dublin and 
throughout the country. They are thronged 
daily with men, women and children of 
the poorer classes. Week after week, the 
wages of thousands of workers are spent 
in these shops. They have become an 
imminent’ menace to family life and to 
habits of industry. In a word, the new 
facilities for universal gambling are re-

WHY THE UNION JACK WAS 
NOT DISPLAYED, 


From Revren’s Conresronvent. 

NEW YORK, Monday. 
On the occasion of the recent festivjties 
in. honour of the Bremen flyers here it

‘TARIFF PROBLEM. 


| NEED FOR EXTERN 


TRADE. 
BONUS ON EXPORTS. 


(BY AN IRISH MANUFACTURER) 
SS 


The crux over the Ford Works in Cork 
and the Tariff Commission's report on the 
applicaticn for a duty on flour are 
focussing new light upon the Free State 
tariff problem. They are tending to sort 
out the wheat from the chaff in economic 
opinions, and the result will be, I hope, 
to give us a new national industria! 
outlook. 

I take it for granted that everyone 
recognises that the stemming of the tide 
of emigration is the big outstanding work 
before the Free State to-day. If we can 
provide work for our people, and thus 
stop emigration, almost every other 
economic problem will disappear. If we 
can go further, and provide work that will 
enable the population to show a gradual 
increase from year to year, the effect will 
be like a gathering snowball. Every 
manufacturer will have a bigger home 
market for his goods as the years go by, 
more and more employés will be required, 
trade will be ever brisker and brisker, 
and, in short, the change for the better 
in the whole face of the country will be 
evident in a decade. 

Now, a point which is not generally 
recognised Is that the small three million 
population in the Saorstat makes it 
almost impossible for Irish manufacturers 
to compete, even when protected by 
tariffs, in the home market, against out- 
side manufacturers who are in a position 
to adopt standardisation and mass pro 
duction. 


STANDARDISATION. 

The conditions under which industry has 
been carried out have for a long time been 
undergoing a change. Standardisation and 
mass production are now the leading methods. 
Henry Ford forced standardisation under 
the eyes of all of us. Do not give him 
all the credit of standardisation methods— 
the textile industry in Lancashire has been 
practising standardisation methods for de- 
cades before Henry Ford was heard of, but 
he showed in a concrete, easily sized-up form 
what standardisation can do. Standardisa- 
tion makes ‘for low cost production, and it 
enables many manufacturers to beat down 
every trade barrier, except absolutely pro- 
hibitive tariffs. 

Standardisation and mass production go 
hand in hand. They involve getting the 
most out. of every machine and every man— 
not actually making the man work harder, 
but provicens him with the simplest and 
most up-to-date mechanical assistance to 
ensure the biggest production with the least 
effort. It is an obvious fact, but often for- 
gotten, that the best way to get value from 


| machines is to set the machines to do their 


respective operations in a certain size on the 
Ist January and keep them going on the 
same operation in the same size, not for a 
day or a week, but for months, or even 
years. Stopping and starting and readjusting 
machines to various sizes and styles all take 
time, and the machine is only earning money 
when it is running in production. 


A SMALL MARKET. | 

The demand of a three million population 
for any article of a given size is so small that 
valuable producing time is, and must be, lost 
in changing from this size to that, and from 
running slack for days or for weeks, or for 
months at a time through lack of orders. 

That is a hard fact and problem that faces 
every Irish manufacturing manager. ‘The 
market for which he is catering Is not 
sufficiently big to enable him to standardise 
and to produce in quantities sufficient to keep 
his machines going every hour, every day, 
every week oe every month. , 

Even if you have a factory producing 4 
popular necessary article for which the three 
ns 0 population is sufhciently large to make 
demand big enough for standardisation 
and mass production, another problem arises 
— there are few articles, indeed, for which a 
three million population can provide a sufh- 
ciently large market to avoid producing 4s 
much as, or more than, the market can 
absorb. 

If one, two or three factories can soak tho 
market, it follows that, if a fourth starts up, 
not only does the new factory find difficulty 
in keeping going, but it militates against the 
success of the previous three factories. 


THE CIGARETTE TAX. 


Now, I ‘think the Government did an ex- 
cellent thing when it imposed a tariff on 
imported cigarettes, because ae are a 
popular article, and the demand, even among 
a three-million population, is sufficiently 
large to permit production in mass, provided, 
of course, the particular brand is sufficiently 
ood to attract popular favour. The tariff 
tought factories to the Saorstat under 
trading conditions—standardisation and mass 
production—which enabled these factories to 
roduce the goods at a price no dearer than 

fore the tariff was a 

Mark the two points, No. 2 being a natural

(1) Cigarettes are sufhciently in demand in 
the three million market to enable up-to-date 
mass producing and standardised methods to 
be used. 

(2) There was no increase in price after the 
tariff had been imposed. 

In contrast let us take the tariff on the 
motor industry. The home market demand 
amongst a three million population—men, 
women and children—for cars, unlike 
cigarettes, is too small to permit of mass 
production and standardisation. I venture to 
say that Mr. Ford has probably found that 
out to his cost in Cork. Before putting the 
tax on cars I am sure that the Government 
looked at the matter from every conceivable 
angle, and sought the best advice. I think 
that probably the chief reason for the 
imposition of the tariff was that it would be 
revenue-producing rather than to try and 
secure the home market for the Cork works; 
for I cannot see that even the entire home 
market would be of great consequence to 8 
big factory like Ford's at Cork, requiring a 
huge output to make remunerative a standard 
car at a very low price. 


EXPORT TRADE, 

Now, has it struck you that one of the 
outstanding aspects of successful Irish 
Industry is this—many Irish Industries that 
anybody can call to mind that are successful 
and employing big numbers of employés, all 
sought, can obtained, and probably owe their 
success to their developing, an export trade— 
in other words, finding a sufficiently large 
market to enable them to standardise and 
mass uce ?

will be seen to be cut at once, and the selling 
price can be reduced to such an extent as 
to make competitive export trade possible, 
taking the home market in the stride. 
ECONOMIC WORKING. 

I might add another point in this connec- 
tion. Suppose an Irish factory is making 
several articles or several varieties of the 
same article. Let us, for example, say for 
simplicity, it is making buckets, in twenty 
sizes and ten varieties. Find out which sizes 
and varieties of buckets can be most economic- 
ally produced. Suppose for simplicity that two 
buckets each in two varieties (spouts, 
handles) suit the factory best for maxumum 
output at minimum manufacturing cost. Now 
I suggest that the object of the management 
should be to sell at home and overseas the 
entire output of the factory in those two 
particular sizes and two varieties, and let 
anyone who likes fill the demand for the 
other sizes and varieties. 

In this way I can picture an Irish boot 
factory with an output of 1,000 pairs a 
week losing money in trying to cope with 
the home market with its multiplicity of 
sizes and etyles of boots and shoes, but 
making money by confining its attentton to, 
say, sizes ¥Y and 10 only, and, say, two 
styles only in each of the two sizes, and 
working a full week on each size and style, 
selling the whole output, not in Ireland, but 
probably to one or two big wholesale organ- 
isations across the water. 

A NEW DIRECTION. 

Now, in every case in which the home 
market is not big enough to enable standard- 
ised mass production orders to be forthcom- 
ing, | suggest the duty lies with all parties 
in the Saorstát to concentrate attention on 
export trade, which will bring into being new 
work and fresh employment—and plenty of 
employment—thus helping to turn the tide of 
population. 

They should do this instead of focussing 
attention on the home market by talking in- 
discriminately of tariffs on this and that, and, 
after a tariff is given, expecting the Irish 
manufacturer to do the impossible (unless he 
robs the public by higher prices with the aid 
of the tariff), because the home market, on 
account of its smallness, will not yield mass- 
producting standardised orders. 

And I think it is the duty of all parties to 
investigate the desirability of the Government 
giving to Irish manufacturers a bonus on ex- 
portse—on exports, mark you!—exports only, 
not a bonus on home trade production. Re- 
member, by rating the Ford car at a £10 per 
annum tax the Government has in effect al- 
ready given a bonus — in fact, an annual 
bonus—on. every Ford car produced not for 
export, not for the big world market, but for 
the miserably small three million (men, 
women and children) market at home. It 
would not, I think, be far wrong to say that 
the bonus given by the people of the Saorstdt 
on cars produced in Cork during the last- few 
years has been in the neighbourhood of £50 
per car, 

THE CASE OF JACOBS. 

For a moment, come back to Jacob's. I 
am mentioning Jacob's again without any 
authority to do so, only as an example and 
because their name is in the forefront of the 
Flour Tariff Report. 

Jacob's, according to the report, employ 
3,000 hands, and two-thirds of their Dublin 
production is exported every year. Roughly, 
therefore, two thousand people in Dublin 
owe their employment to Jacob's enterprise 
in developing a ig foreign trade. Is it not 
reasonable to conclude that, if Jacob's were 
given a small bonus on their increased future 
exports over, say, their average for the last 
five years, their export trade would be still 
further stimulated, and that before very long 
not two thousand but three or four thousand 
people would be at work on export orders 
in Jacobs? 

The Flour Report seems to indicate that 
very often the execution of an order sways 
between Jacob's of Dublin and Jacob's of 
Aintree. Every order given to Aintree 
means loss of work and wages to Dublin. 
A bonus on exports must inevitably lead to 
more orders falling to the Dublin works. 

Let us also come back for a moment to 
Henry Ford. Ford's plans at Cork are 
apparently being aimed at the big market 
outside rather than the small twopenny half- 
penny market at home. Mr. Ford is kicking 
at the tarifis which prevent him from carry- 
ing his plans into effect, and which it is 
anticipated will result in the employment 
of six thousand men at Cork, 


THE MOTOR DUTIES. 

In view of the importance of export trade, 
I believe the Government will be enabled to 
abolish the tariff on ¢ars and clear the way 
for Ford, I would go further, and suggest 
that it would be worth the while of the 
Govérnment to consider carefully the ex- 

ediency of giving Ford (just like other 
rish manufacturers) a onus on  ex- 
ports—a bonus on, every car which he 
exports.

Lord Justice Andrews expressed

He could not agree with the other members 
of the Court that the measure of damages 
under the section was entirely different. from 
that under the common law action of deceit. In 
his opinion they were the same, and the 
measure of damages or compensation under 
the section of the Act was the same as the 
measure of damages in an action of deceit. 
Apart from the view which he had expressed 
as to the measure of compensation on the 
true construction of the section, he should 
add that on the facts proved in this case 
he found no evidence of any damage which 
the plaintiff suggested could be recovered as 
gn Higa si under the section, and which 
would be irrecoverable on the cause of action 
for fraudulent misrepresentation or deceit.
